Wilson landed at Commonwealth pier 


at ll :53 o’clock this morning. 
When 


the President left the cutter at the 


pier, he passed through the ranks 
of* a welcoming committee. 
Leaving the pier the parade pro­ 
gressed through 
the streets 
lined 
with cheering thousands, held back 
by* ropes, police and troop-. A police 
automobile tilled v*ith officers, pre­ 
ceded the Presidents car. 
On the 
roofs were -oldiers w ith rides watch­ 
ing the 
throng in the 
streets and 
the people in the windows opposite. 
Twentv-two suffragettes were a r­ 
rested near the state house where 
they had gathered to appeal to the 
President for “ votes for women.’’ 
Following his reception in Boston, 
the President 
went to 
Mechanics 
Hall 
to take 
up the battle 
for a 
league of nations. 
His speech was 
the first direct answer to opponents 
of the league plan in the senate. The 
preparation of the address followed 
a long 
conference on 
the George 
Washington 
last 
night 
and 
this 
morning with Secretary 
l’umulty. 
A salute was fired as Wilson enter­ 
ed the hall at 2:40 o’clock. He was 
ut von a 
deal cuing ovation, 
rising 
from his seat to bow a response. 
Escorted by six destroyers, which 
met her at sea, the President’s ship 
arrived off Deer Island at the har­ 
bor entrance at 5 o clock last night. 
As soon as the transport dropped 
anchor naval c r a f ts began circling 
about it. 
keeping a constant 
vigil 
throughout the night. 
Secretary Tumulty 
went 
aboard 
the George 
Washington last 
night 
going down the hay on a submarine 
chaser. 
It V a s believed likely that 
Tumulty 
had taken 
with him 
the 
$6,000,000,000 war revenue bill for 
the president to sign. 
The streets along which the presi- 
w*ere 
E x ­ 


traordinary* precautions were taken 
to guard the president. 
I he Hotel 
Copley 
Plaza 
was patrolled 
with 
many secret service men. 
Mechan­ 
ic's Hall, where the speech was to bo 
made w as surrounded by police early 
in the day, 
Men with rifles 
were 
stationed 
on 
roots 
of 
buildings. 
Persons without credential- were not 
even permitted to cross the streets 
through which the president’s auto­ 
mobile was to proceed. 
Tromps sent in from the forts were 
supplied w*ith regulation cartridges 
—no blanks. Nine hundred policemen 
were stationed on the line of march. 
President Wilson is confident that 
co n g ress and the people will approve 
participation of the I nited States in. 
* league of free nations. 
Failure of 
America to 
sanction 
such a course would be, lie believes. 
a great moral blow* to the civilized 
nations now bending their efforts to­ 
ward a just and lasting peace. 
The president's historic journeys 
through foreign lands aud his work 
at the ]>eace table have convinced 
him that the European nations look 
to the United State- as the one great 
power without selfish interests, par­ 
ticipating in the conference, 
fo r the 
United States to refuse to join in 
what he and a m ajority of the na­ 
tions regard as the fundamental of 
a lasting peace w’ould, he believe-, 
break the heart of the world move­ 
ment 
for a new 
order of 
things. 
Hence the president returns to make 
a 
strong effort 
at convincing 
the 
country and congressional members 
of the vital importance of the league. 
As the covenant is not in its final 
form and is, therefore, not ready for 
ratification, 
the 
president’s 
work 
now* is largely* informative. 
His big 
fight, if one 
proves necessary, 
will 
come after the Paris conference has 
finally approved a league plan and a 
peace treaty is complete, ready for

The armistice which was .-igned in 
January has been extended for an­ 
other month. 
Practically the only 
alteration was that m ilitary opera­ 
tions against the Poles should cease. 
The present arm istice, however, may 
lie terminated upon seventy-two-hour 
notice, and it is likely that, the new 
conditions will be ready to submit 
before the expiration of the month’s 
j a* riot! 
It is not expected th a t Germany 
xviii m ake serious objection against 
the proposed arm istice terms. I heir 
pu rp o -e i- to reduce her from a posi­ 
tion o f m enace and danger ho that 
who ca n n o t again wage war upon her 
helpless 
neighbors. 
Germany 
ex­ 
i s t e d such a condition to he laid 
down when she agreed to surrender 
to 
the allies. 
Certain restrictions 
may also lie included in the armistice 
relative to conscription* but these 
will depend upon th e decision of the 
peace delegates aj> to the reduction 
o f military forces throughout 
the 
world. 
Germany will be treated fairly by 
the peace congress. 
But she ought 
i o remember that she t omes before 
the delegates as a defeated nation 
and seeks leniency rather than a t­ 
tempt to dictate terms, 
Germany’s 
attitude during the last week or so 
is not of the character that would 
influence the associated powers to 
extend further leniency. There is still 
an indication of intrigue in her deal­ 
ings. 
German intrigue 
is just 
as 
dangerous now as it was in 1917, and 
it 
is just ms 
necessary to 
guard 
against it.

I immediately fired

“The conduct of the crew* was mar­ 
velous throughout the voyage.

They never complained of the 
smallness of the ration which It was 
necessary for me to restrict them to, 
ami thereby showed a grand spirit of 
sacrifice and self-denial. 
Steered by Sails. 
“On February 18, at half-past six a. 
rn., I saw* land one point on the port 
bow, bearing north 55 degrees east by 
compass. 
I headed over and took a 
sounding from time to time. At eleven 
a. in., as the ship was going very slow­ 
ly because of the light breeze from the 
west that prevailed and the sea was 
calm, I had the lifeboat, hoisted out 
and manned by three volunteers for 
the purpose first of reconnoitering the 
exact nature of the laud, and secondly 
to have a tug sent out. 
I hoisted at 
the same time the signal ‘YI*’—‘I re­ 
quire a tug.’ At one p. rn* I recognized 
I aval to port and Pico to starboard. 
At half-past two p. rn. I saw a tug com­ 
ing from port and heading for me. At 
three p. rn. I doused sail (one jib, two 
staysails and one fore-and-aft main­ 
sail). These sails allowed us to steer 
to a certain extent, and drove us about 
three knots when we had a line sea 
and a good breeze. 
They were made 
from tablecloths, sheets, bedspreads 
and blankets. 
The w eather did not 
permit of their being used ut all times, 
because they were not very strong. 
At 25 minutes past three the Sin- 
Mac took me in tow about five miles 
southwest of Fayal and brought me in­ 
to the port of Hurl a. 
At half-past 
four the Sin-Mac took in her tow line 
and a patrol boat of the port put me 
ulongisde 
the 
French 
four-masted 
bark Cape Horn. 
“The coal for the galley was all ex­ 
pended by January 20. 
The galley 
tire was made from the wood of the 
broken m ess table and benches. 
I es­ 
timate that I might have held out for 
20 days longer, Lmt not more than that, 
because all the provisions urn! witter 
would have been gone by that time. ’

W ashington.—President Wilson. In a 
letter to the federal board of vocation­ 
al education, has called attention to 
the fact that the government stands 
squarely back of its disabled fightlug 
men. 
His letter follow s: 
This nation has no more solemn ob­ 
ligation than healing the hurts of our 
wounded 
and 
restoring 
our 
disabled 
men to civil life and opportunity. 
The 
government 
recognises 
this, 
and 
the 
fulfillment 
of 
the 
obligation is going 
forward 
fully 
and 
generously. 
Tho 
medical divisions of tile war and nav > 
departments are rendering all aid that 
skui 
and 
science make possible; 
the 
ted< t ai 
board 
for vocational education 
Is commanded by law to dev-lop and 
adapt the remaining capabilities of each 
man so that he may again take his place 
in the ranks of our great civilian army. 
The co-operation and interest of our citi­ 
zens is essential to this program of duty, 
justice and humanity. 
It is not a char­ 
ity. 
It is merely the payment of a draft 
of honor which the United States of 
America accepted when it selected these 
men and took them in their health and 
strength to fight the battles of the na­ 
tion 
They have fought the good tight; 
they have kept the faith, and they have 
wen. 
Now we keep faith with them, and 
every citizen is indorser on the general 
obligation. 
Under authority and direction of the 
congress, complete arrangements for 
rehabilitation of our disabled mon have 
h* en made by th** federal board tor vo­ 
cational education. 
According to estim ates made since 
th** announcement of the total Ameri­ 
can overseas casualties, there ai*' mitre 
than 2(H),CKX) disabled men under treat- 


wili pay all other expenses that may 
arise in connection w ith his training. 
During the time he is follow ing a 
course of instruction with the federal 
board he will, if a single man without 
dependents or a man required by his 
course of instruction to live apart 
from his dependents, be paid by the 
government at least $65 per month. H e 
may be paid more. If, for example, he 
received more than $65 per month as 
pay for his last month of active serv­ 
ice, he w ill receive this sam e pay dur­ 
ing his entire course of training. Fur­ 
thermore. if his disability Is such that 
his m onthly com pensation under the 
war risk insurance act is greater than 
$65, lie will, of course, continue to re­ 
ceive this sum, w hatever it may be, 
during his entire course. 
A married man and his w ife will re­ 
ceive $75 per month from the govern­ 
ment, 
provided 
they 
live 
together 
w hile he is taking a course of instruc­ 
tion. If his course Is such that he must 
live apart from his w ife, the govern­ 
m ent w ill pay him $65 per month and 
his w ife $30 per month. 
The larger 
his fam ily the larger the amount paid 
by the government for its support, 
whether living together or separately 
w hile he is being educated. 
Allowance to Dependents. 
T he same allowance and allotm ent 
will be paid to dependent® as w as paid 
to them while th** man w as in th** ac­ 
tive service. If he is married, his w ife 
w ill receive $80 a month,

Every soldier or sailor enlisted, in­ 
ducted, or drafted into the military or 
naval service of the United States who 
s suffering from disability not due to 
his own w illful misconduct may be en­ 
titled to compensation under the war 
insurance act. 
It is his duty to pre­ 
sent his? claim for such compensation 
in order that it may be passed upon 
by the bureau of war risk insurance. 
He can procure full information by 
applying to tile war risk insurance of­ 
ficer at the camp or cantonment, from 
whom he may get bureau of war risk 
insurance form 526, which he must fill 
out in order to prove his eligibility for 
such compensation. 
' 
Government Pays Cost. 
If it is not possible to get in contact 
with this war risk insurance officer, 
the soldier or sailor should call upon 
or write tin bureau of war risk insur­ 
ance ut Washington, stating his case; 
or lie should call on or w rite the dis­ 
trict office of the federal board for 
vocational education in which he is lo­ 
cated. 
If the soldier or sailor is suffering 
from a disability, lie is also eligible for 
help by the federal board for voca­ 
tional education in securing employ­ 
ment, which help will be given him in 
co-operation 
with 
the 
employment 
rivice of the department of labor. 
If 
he Is eligible for compensation under 
the war risk insurance act, lie is also 
entitled to training and placement by 
the federal board for vocational edu­ 
cation, provided in* is not able to fol­ 
low his old occupation successfully 
without training or needs to be trained 
for some new and suitable occupation 
for which training is feasible.

The Red Cross is undertaking to see 
that every discharged soldier or sailor 
Coming to Its attention is fully In­ 
form ed as to his rights to compensa­ 
tion and insurance, and gives assist­ 
ance in making application for it. 
When tile arrangements for training 
hove been made, the Red Cross is pre- 
1 pared to see that the fam ily receives 
supplementary assistance or service 
which may be needed in addition to 
the provision made by tile government. 
Since, under the law, the taking of vo­ 
cational training is entirely optional 
with the man, and h is own will and 
ambition must first be enlisted in or­ 
der to insure success, the influence of 
the fam ily may be a vital factor. 
W hether a man receives compensa­ 
tion for disability or not, whether he 
receives re-education or not, the board 
is ready to help him get a good Job. 
If he is entitled to com pensation and 
goos into training, when his training is 
finished the board w ill undertake to 
find him a place in his new vocation. 
All disabled soldiers whether in or 
out of the hospitals, should address 
their communications to the federal 
board for vocational education, W ash­ 
ington, or to the district office of the 
federal board of the district in which 
he is located.

LA ST DAYS OF T H E 
FORM ER KAISER AT SPA 


Guard Tells of the Escape of Ger­ 
man Ex-Ruler— Quits a 
Train for Berlin. 


Some day the tragicom edy of the 
ex-kaiser’s flight will 
assuredly 
be 
known in all its details and will prove 
one of the most hum anly interesting, 
if not one of the most edifying, epi­ 
sodes in history, w rites Julian G rande 
in New York Times. 
In all proba­ 
bility, however, many of those who 
would find this n arrative most absorb­ 
ing will no longer be here to read It 
when it appears. 
Any eyew itness’ ac­ 
count, 
therefore, 
of W illiam ’s last 
hours as kaiser cannot but arouse at­ 
tention, especially if it bear every 
m ark of veracity. 
This particular eyewitness was a Ger­ 
man acting color sergeant, wflio, with 
his company, was on guard outside the 
Belgian castle at Spa w here W illiam 
Hohenzollern had his quarters when 
the ultim atum , concerning his abdica­ 
tion w as delivered by Erzberger, Schei- 
demann, and the rest. 
One day this eyewitness noticed the 
kaiser walking with some one else in 
the grounds of his residence, and over­ 
heard his m ajesty’s companion saying 
to h im : 
“Seems 1848 all over again, ju st the 
sam e political conjuncture! But th at’s 
not saying it'll end so tragically. 
To which the kaiser replied fre­ 
quently, “Ja. ja.” 
This conversation took place on the 
morning after the famous six m otor 
cars with Erzberger. Scheidemann and 
company had returned from the French 
front at l l p. m., hearing the arm is­ 
tice conditions, which apparently were 
not taken so very tragically, for these 
gentry were heard laughing and crack­ 
ing jokes about them w ith the kaiser. 
Treat Kaiser as Child. 
The interview of the kaiser with 
Scheidemann, E rzberger and company 
will perhaps one day be made known, 
hut one thing is certain. Even at th at 
hour William Hohenzollern seemed to 
fail to realize the situation, and Erz­ 
berger and Scheidemann did not unde­ 
ceive him. In other words, they trea t­ 
ed him as a grown-up child. 
On the day after the arm istice term s 
w ere m ade known to the kaiser, a 
Thursday, the atm osphere in Spa m ust 
have been exceedingly electric, for 
our eyewitness tells us th at his regi­ 
m ent w*as fully arm ed and alw ays on 
picket duty, and th a t it was only be­ 
cause they w ere well provided with 
hand grenades th at any sort of order 
was preserved. 
Friday night was the last night th at 
the kaiser slept, or rath er spent, at the 
w hite castle or country house in which

“The troops accompany­ 
ing him hung their amazed coun­ 
tenances out of the carriage windows, 
and spent the time on the return jour­ 
ney discussing what had happened. 
Every Man for Himself. 
They went hack to 8pa, and it was 
then a case of every man for himself, 
and the devil take the hindmost. 
Offi­ 
cers hastened to get hold of the first 
available m otorcar and secure as much 
benzine or petrol as possible, filling 
the cars with anything on which they 
could lay hands. 
W hether it belonged 
to them or not was quite a secondary 
consideration. And then off they went, 
too. 
The grand general staff began 
packing up, and that very morning 
Hindenburg thought it prudent to is­ 
sue an order to form soldiers’ councils. 
Apparently the company to which 
this eyewitness belonged must si ill 
have been considered the most faith ­ 
ful of all, for he him self left with the 
same train th at had Hindenburg on
